The fame Night we broke grouud ata third Ar- 
tack before the Bruffcls-Gate, between the Upper 
and Lower Schelde, at which Brigadier Evans com- 
manded with 600 Workmen and 4 Battallions. They 
carried on the Trenches near 700 Paces and 
made a Communication without any Lofs, bug 
the Work on the Right being full of Ruins and re. 
quiring more Fafcines and Time than ordinary to 
finih, the Enemy made a Salley there Yefterday 
with ten Companies of Grenadiers, They put the 
firft Regiment into fome Diforder ; and while Bri- 
gadier Evans was bringing the next to fuccour them 
he was taken Prifoner with Collonel Grove of the 
Lord North and Grey’s Regiment ; and we had be- 
fides twenty Officers and Soldiers kili’d, wounded, 
or taken; but the Enemy upon the firft fire of our 
Men retir'd in great Hafte without attempting any 
thing upon the Works. The Brigadier and fuch 
Officers as are not wounded, are come back to the 
Camp upon their Parole. 

Our Batteries began to fire Yefierday upon Fort 
Rouge, and had fv good Effet, that the Garrifon 
confifting of 200 Men have furrender’d Prifoners of 
War. 

The Batteries rais’d at the three fevers! Artacks 
abovemention'd, will be ready to fire the Inftant.
